Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references sited 
have faile to teach and to make obvious a doppler type ultrasonic flow meter comprising 
calculatinq circuitry for calculating at least (a) a first flow profile based upon an 
ultrasound echo received when a first of the pair of ultrasonic transducers is transmitting 
ultrasound, and (b) the volumetric flow of the measurement fluid based upon the first 
flow wherein the first flow profile is for the side opposite, with respect to the center axis 
of the pipe, the side on which the first of the pair of ultrasonic
